At that time the
whole northwestern country, through
the strrender of Detrolt By Tull, hall
fallen Into British hands, After  the
erushing defont administered by Pory,
ihe shattered remmant of the Dritish
floet slipped Lo Detroit and was hastily
pressed into servieo by General P'roctor,
who realized that safety lay only in
flight. Four vessels were hastily loaded
with arma, ammiunition, stores, govern-
ment papers and other plunder  from
Detroit and all speed made to Lake St
Clalr, The lttle fleet took refuge on
the Thames, and in the hattle which

followed the ships were sunk, Tecum
sey, the great Indian chief, who assisted
the Nritish, lost his life, and Proctor,
escaping, Iater committed suicide, The
vessels  were  forgotien until  several
yenrs ago, when upusually low water in
the Thames revealed one of them. A
plan was originated to have them recove
ered, brought to Detroit and presented
to the elty as memorials. No action was
taken, however, until several days ngo ﬁ
when a Detroit exploring party, headvd |
by C. M. Burton and Charles L. Clark, |
quietly began operations. 8o far, the |
work of the explorers and their divers
has resulted in the definite location of

three vessels at points one and a balf,
